Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. Figure 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by- the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to because the block pertaining elements (4, 6, 10, 16, 20 
and 22) in Figure 1 and element (58) in Figure 4 need to have descriptive label, in conformance 
with 37 CFR 1.84(n) and 1.84(o). For example, a descriptive label of "Signal Generator" should 
be inserted into Figure 1 to properly describe element (4). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 5, 
line 6, "transmitter 4" should be "signal generator 4" and on page 6, both line 1 5 and line 
18, "46" should be "54". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 1 -2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims merely recite used without any active, positive steps delimiting how these use are 
actually practice. Without reciting any practice, positive steps, claims 1-2 do not achieve the 
purpose of a method. 

In claim 1 (line 2), claim 2 (line 1) and claim 4 (line 3), .the phrases "the signal" 
and "the received signal" both lack antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 3 and 5-8 are allowed. 

8. Claims 1 -2 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to show or suggest that a transmitter comprising a reshaping 
circuit for reshaping a signal prior the detection of the reshaped signal by a detector 
circuit of a receiver. 
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Conclusion 

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Akita discloses a transmitter circuit for transmitting an ultrasonic sound wave to a 
receiver circuit comprising a circuitry for reshaping a sinusoidal electromotive force of 
the ultrasonic sound wave into a square wave., 

Mabuchi et al. discloses a transmitter circuit having an- encoder comprising a 
rectangular wave generator, a plurality of serially connected monostable multivibrators, 
a plurality of variable resistors for selecting pulse widths from the monostable 
multivibrators, a plurality of differentiating circuits and a plurality of diodes.
